Certain- 

ly none in recent years has surpassed it. 
I realize that memory is unreliable and that it is 
easy to be so carried away with what is happening 


Gi MAY WELL BE that the Church of God has 


that we suppose it to be greater than anything that 


has happened before. This, however, was not the case 
with the Forty-eighth General Assembly. By all stand- 
ards it was one of the outstanding gatherings in our 
history. 

The most memorable aspect of the meeting was the 
sweet presence of the Holy Ghost in our midst. This 
presence seemed to be a divine response to the unity of 
spirit among our ministers and members, a unity cen- 
tered around a longing for deeper spirituality. No one 
who witnessed it will ever forget the brokenness of 
spirit that swept the Ordained Ministers’ Council as 
we searched our hearts in quest of greater holiness. 
Two days were spent in this unprecedented spiritual 
outpouring. It was not the type of manifestation or- 
dinarily associated with Pentecostal meetings, but a 
deep, moving, breaking, cleansing presence of the Lord. 
For some, it was an answer to years of praying, 
fasting, and waiting. 

No blessing of this magnitude could come to the 
Council without overflowing into the General Assembly 
itself. And overflow it did. 


Every service seemed especially anointed of God and 
directed by the Holy Spirit. The singing, the preaching, 
the fellowship was outstanding. By all counts it was 
a spiritual feast. None who attended with an honest 
heart can ever be the same again. 

As for me, I know that I left Memphis feeling that

I had been in the presence of God, certain that under- 
neath are His everlasting arms. The feeling was one 
of purging and refreshing, as if God had opened the 
fountain of our hearts and bathed our spirits in tears 
of devotion and tears of contrition. 

This was a positive, upward-looking Assembly. In- 
stead of endless amending, repairing and fixing, there 
was positive planning for the work that is to be done. 
The ministers met in state groups on the Council 
floor to set goals of expansion for the coming year. 
This unprecedented action demonstrated the zeal of 
our ministry to intensify their efforts for Christ. 

Many preachers expressed their willingness—and in 
some cases it was an eagerness—to toil and sacrifice 
in new fields, so the kingdom may be extended. This 
self-denying spirit touched our hearts and strength- 
ened our confidence for the future. 

The meeting was in reality a revival, a revival that 
began among the preachers and spread to the mem- 
bers. This is the way all true revivals must come. 

When I speak of revival, I do not mean an evan- 
gelistic revival, I do not infer that some were back- 
slidden. It is a revival of purpose, a clearing of vision, 
a concerting of mind, a refreshing of spirit. This kind 
of revival must precede evangelistic revival. When 
there is a genuine revival of holiness in the Church, 
there will inevitably follow an evangelistic revival 
through the Church. 

Without revival in the Church and by the Church, 
there can be no survival of the Church. So, may this 
be only the beginning. 

Let us pray that the work begun in our hearts will 
continue and grow until holiness spreads throughout 
the Church and revival is felt throughout the earth.

Unto the Uttermost

Acts 1:8. 


NE OF THE many reasons 
O for attending this Inter- 

national General Assembly 
of the Church of God is to remind 
ourselves afresh and anew of the 
great commission of Almighty God 
that we are to preach this glorious 
gospel unto the uttermost. No doubt 
many important measures. will 
claim our attention during. this 
General Assembly, but the most im- 
portant objective which should ever 
be kept in the forefront is the com- 
mission of our Lord Jesus Christ 
to proclaim this gospel unto the 
uttermost. 

Christ reminded His followers on 
many occasions that the preaching 
of this gospel to every creature was 
of utmost importance. Mark 16:15,

“And he said unto them, Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature.” Luke 24:47, “And 
that repentance and remission of 
sins should be preached in his 
name among all nations, beginning 
at Jerusalem.” Mark 16:20, “And 
they went forth, and preached 
every where... .” And again He tells 
them just before ascending into 
heaven, “. . . And ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” 

God’s unchanging plan and pur- 
pose for the church have been the 
proclamation of the gospel to every 


_creature in every place in this 


world. In Acts 1:8 which con- 


stitutes the general theme of this 
entire Assembly, the plan, purpose, 
and progress of the early church 
are specifically set forth. One writ- 
er commenting on this verse has 
said, “This was exactly the case, 
so much so that it has been called 
The Table of Contents of the Book 
of the Acts. Their testimony in a 
few generations shook and took the 
known world.” 


This stupendous challenge which 
was presented to them by our Lord 
must indeed have been startling. 
The overwhelming load of this ter- 
rific obligation to preach the gospel 
to . every creature must have 
weighed down their souls tremen- 
dously. No doubt they wondered 
within themselves, “How can we 
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preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture? How can it be carried into 
all the world? How can all nations 
hear this, and what will give us 
spirit to go into Judea, and Sa- 
maria, and unto these extreme ends 
of the earth? Our Lord is leaving 
us. From whence shall we gain 
strength and from what source 
shall we draw courage to carry out 
this tremendous obligation?” All 
doubts were immediately resolved 
by the words of Jesus who said, 
“But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you.” Here is the enabling source. 
Here is the fountainhead of all 
strength. Here is boldness to enable 
them to go to every village, every 
town, every city, every nation and 
declare the wondrous works of God. 

Christ departed from them. They 
watched Him leave and go up into 
the heavens. Then they remem- 
bered the words, “Tarry ye in the 
city of Jerusalem,” and they re- 
turned to that city to wait for the 
promise of the Father. What 
blessed days of waiting those must 
have been! And suddenly, while all 
were in one accord and one place, 
there came the sound for which 
they had long waited—the sound 
of a rushing mighty wind. Cloven 
tongues like as of fire appeared and 
sat upon each of them. They were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
all began to speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit of God gave 
them utterance. What fire! What 
victory! What joy! What zeal! Yea, 
what holy power possessed these 
souls on this occasion! Then they 
remembered the words of the Lord, 
“Ye shall be witnesses unto me in 
Jerusalem.” 


In my imagination I can almost 
see them as they stumbled over one 
another in their haste to get outside 
to witness to this marvelous power 
of the Lord. The crowd assembled; 
a great host was there. Visitors 
from every section of the country 
were in Jerusalem at this time. The 


¢ scene that greeted their eyes 


amazed some. Some were doubters 
and asked, “What meaneth this?” 
There were mockers in the crowd 
who said the men were full of new 
wine. But Peter used this as an 
occasion to become a witness for 
the Lord in Jerusalem. 


IN THE VERY day of 
Pentecost this business of witnes- 
sing to the uttermost, beginning in 
Jerusalem, commenced. Peter lift- 
ed up his voice and preached to 
them, and in Acts 2:14 his address 
to those at Jerusalem is recorded. 
“... Ye that dwell at Jerusalem, be 
this known unto you, and hearken 
to my words.” You know the ser- 
mon that followed. You understand 
the results. The multitude was 
smote with conviction and cried 
out, “What shall we do?” Peter gave 
them instructions, and that day 
3,000 souls were converted and add- 
ed to the Lord. The business of 
witnessing in Jerusalem was begun 
that day. It continued daily with 
one accord in the Temple, from 
house to house, praising God, hav- 
ing favor with the people. And the 
Lord added to the church daily 
such as should be saved. 


This witnessing in Jerusalem 


continued. Peter and John, going

up to the Temple at the time of 
prayer, were impressed of the Lord 
with this marvelous power to do 
that which God had commanded 
should be done. A lame man was 
healed; another sermon was 
preached; and the devil began to 
work. The preachers were placed 
in jail until the next day, but the 
work of God went on. Acts 4:4, 
“Howbeit many of them which 
heard the word believed; and the 
number of the men was about five 
thousand.” This work of witnessing 
had just begun—3,000 souls, 5,000 
souls—and the work of the Lord 
in Jerusalem began to _ spread. 
Signs, wonders, and miracles were 
wrought in Jerusalem until this 
witnessing became so _ extensive 
that it was no longer recorded in 
numbers. Acts 5:14, “And believers 
were the more added to the Lord, 
multitudes both of men and wom- 
en.” Thus, this seemingly impos- 
sible commission which the Lord 
gave His disciples a few days be- 
fore, now was being fulfilled with 
all ease. Why the change? This 
power from heaven was enabling 
them to witness in all of Jerusalem. 


The work of the early church, 
however, did not stop in Jeru- 
salem. He said, “Ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem, and in all Judaea.” They 
were literally carrying out God’s 
plan, progressing rapidly step by 
step—Jerusalem first, then Judea. 
Churches were established and be- 
lievers added to the Lord. Acts 9:31 
offers proof of the outreach of wit- 
nessing, “Then had the churches 
rest throughout all Judaea and 
Galilee and Samaria, and were 
edified; and walking in the fear of 
the Lord, and in the comfort of 
the Holy Ghost, were multiplied.” 
Acts 10:37, “That word, I say, ye 
know, which was published 
throughout all Judea... .” God’s 
plan for spreading the gospel and 
witnessing unto the uttermost was 
being fulfilled with rapidity. 

Samaria was also included in the 
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great commission where this wit- 
nessing should be done. Samaria 
was the city that was spoken of 
with disdain, the city that, in the 
eyes of the Jews, was most des- 
picable. But when the Holy Ghost 
goes with one, even the most un- 
conventional place becomes con- 
ventional. The most despised place 
becomes a paradise when the Holy 
Spirit of God says go. Philip went 
down to the city of Samaria and 
preached Christ unto them. Endued 
with His power to witness, he spake 
the Word of God with boldness. 
Miracles were performed, devils 
were cast out, the sick and the 
lame were healed, and many re- 
pented. There was great joy in 
that city. 

Peter and John, devout Jews and 
ardent followers of the Lord, went 
down to pray for the Christians in 
Samaria that they might receive 
the Holy Ghost. After a successful 
Holy Ghost revival, it is recorded, 
“And they, when they had testified 
and preached the word of the Lord, 
returned to Jerusalem, and 
preached the gospel in many vil- 
lages of the Samaritans,” Acts 8: 
25. This business of going unto the 
uttermost was really working in 
the early church and in the lives 
of the apostles. 


Witnesses in Jerusalem, Judea, 
and Samaria—and yet the work of 
God goes on without restraint. We 
cannot be content with our own 
people receiving the gospel or with 
neighboring towns, cities, or states 
receiving the gospel, or even our 
own continent. This gospel must 
go to the uttermost. 


Recognizing that, as yet, it had 
not gone to the uttermost, the 
church was fasting and praying 
before the Lord. As they fasted 
and prayed, this same Holy Ghost 
began to work mightily in their 
midst to aid in the selection of 
those who should carry the gospel 
unto the uttermost. 


Acts 13:2-4, “As they ministered 
to the Lord, and fasted, the Holy 
Ghost said, Separate me Barnabas 
and. Saul for the work whereunto 
I have called them. And when 
they had fasted and prayed, and 


laid their hands on them, they sent — 


them away. So they, being sent 
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forth by the Holy Ghost, departed 
unto Seleucia; and from thence 
they sailed to Cyprus.” Jerusalem 
had heard the witness; Judea had 
heard the glorious sound of the 
gospel; Samaria with gladness and 
joy had received this liberating 
gospel. And now the uttermost 
parts of the world were waiting in 
anticipation of hearing this won- 
derful gospel. 


Paul began this journey to 
spread the gospel—tfirst, to the Is- 
land of Cyprus and the cities 
thereon; and Salamis and Paphos; 
then into Perga in Pamphylia; 
from thence to Antioch in Pisidia. 
Many of the Jews, however, evi- 
denced hostility against this won- 
derful gospel which Paul preached. 
Emboldened by the Holy Ghost, 
“Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, 
and said, It was necessary that the 
word of God should first have been 
spoken to you: but seeing ye put it 
from you, and judge yourselves un- 
worthy of everlasting life, lo, we 
turn to the Gentiles. For so hath the 
Lord commanded us, saying, I have 
set thee to be a light of the Gen- 
tiles, that thou shouldest be for 
salvation unto the ends of the 
earth,” Acts 13:46, 47. 


GOD HAD decreed that 
the church should be a witness of 
this marvelous salvation unto the 
ends of the earth. He is rapidly 
performing that which He has 
eternally foreordained. Syria heard 
the gospel. Acts 15:23, “... The 
apostles and elders and brethren 
send greeting unto the brethren 
which are of the Gentiles in An- 
tioch and Syria and Cilicia.” The 
northern coast of Africa was 
shaken under the impact of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. The present- 
day country of Greece was in- 
fluenced by the gospel of Christ. 
Turkey felt the moving power of 
the mighty gospel of Jesus Christ. 
Dalmatia, presently called Yugosla- 
via, heard the preaching of God’s 
mighty Word, for Paul writes in 
2 Timothy 4:10 that Titus had 
gone there with the gospel. 


Italy also received the word of 
the Lord, and it is commonly sup- 
posed that Paul went into Spain 
to preach the gospel of Jesus Christ. 


Indications of this are given in 
Romans 15:24, “Whensoever I take 
my journey into Spain, I will come 
to you: for I trust to see you in 
my journey, and to be brought on 
my way thitherward by you, if first 
I be somewhat filled with your 
company.” Verse 28, “When there- 
fore I have performed this, and 
have sealed to them this fruit, I 
will come by you into Spain.” 


Some church historians conjec- 
ture that Paul may actually have 
gone into England to preach the 
gospel. However, there is no his- 
torical substantiation of this fact. 
Barnabas was long known as the 
patron saint of England. Augustine, 
one of the missionaries, went into 
England about 187 A.D. to preach 
the gospel. Saint Thomas went into 
India to preach the gospel of Je- 
sus Christ, and his memory is re- 
vered in that country to this day. 
Gaul, part of present-day Ger- 
many and France, heard the 
preaching of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ as it was carried northward 
by missionaries from Rome. These 
Holy Ghost-filled people witnessed 
unto the uttermost. Not only were 
these early disciples taking the 
world, but they were also shaking 
the world. “... These that have 
turned the world upside down are 
come hither also,” Acts 17:6. 


This business of witnessing unto 
the uttermost parts of the earth 
did not stop with the preaching of 
the gospel in these areas which I 
have just mentioned, but the 
preaching of the gospel spread 
even to this country in which we 
presently live. This is God’s plan. 
1 Thessalonians 2:9, “...We 
preached unto you the gospel of 
God.” 1 Peter 1:25, “But the word 
of the Lord endureth for ever. And 
this is the word which by the gospel 
is preached unto you.” Hebrews 4: 
2, “For unto us was the gospel 
preached, as well as unto them... .” 
With the coming of settlers to 
America came also this wonderful 
gospel of Christ. It was preached 
unto us as well as unto them. And 
how grateful we can be today that 
Christ commissioned the followers 
of the Lord to go unto the utter- 
most to preach the gospel.

missionary fire burning within 
them. When God’s holiness is 
stressed as it was in those services 
a missionary zeal is the inevitable 
result. A mellowing, forgiving, co- 
operating spirit of love permeated 
and controlled the entire Assembly 
and made us all feel that we would 
like to go to the darkest spot with 
our glorious gospel light. 


The missionaries on furlough, 
and those who were privileged to 
come for this week made an in- 
delible impression upon the minds 
and hearts of the people. 

India was so forcefully portrayed 
for all who passed through the 
missions booth. Brother and Sister 
Turner had set up, on a table, a 
typical village scene which por- 
trayed the life of the great multi- 
tudes of the unevangelized of India. 
There was always a crowd around 
the table listening to the answers 
Sister Turner gave to the question- 
ing ones. More people are going 
to pray for India, give to the work 
there, and speak to others about 
that great need because they saw 
the display and began to under- 
stand the needs. 


My heart ached for O’Neil Mc- 
Cullough as I saw him about the 
auditorium from time to time. 
His great heart of love for the 
work in El Salvador was portrayed 
in his countenance. Yet he cannot 
return, since the death of his wife 
Inez, because of the care of his 
boys. God knows best how to com- 
fort and strengthen him and to 
provide a satisfying ministry for 
him until such a time as he will 
return to his chosen field. 


Germany was represented by 
Walter Lauster who has a multi- 
tude of friends in the States. His 
zeal and love for the work are in- 
vigorating. The great progress they 
are making bespeaks for all of our 
missionaries there a busy life. May 
God’s grace and power continue to 
sustain you! 

Some of our missionaries are not 
very well known on the home front 
—they have not had the opportun- 
ity of extensive travel—but they 
are well acquainted with God 
through prayer and dedication to 
Him, Brother and Sister L. T. 
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Bolen, on furlough from the Vir- 
gin Islands, are unassuming, quiet, 
dedicated workers for the Church 
of God. Their “Here am I, Lord, 
use me” spirit rubbed off on the 
rest of us and we feel a new zeal 
and strength to work. 

The great interest for missions 
that was felt by all the delegates 
was manifested on Friday night 
by the fact that the auditorium 
was filled to capacity for the mis- 
sions service and that they re- 
mained throughout the evening. We 
would commend those in charge 
for the well-planned program. 
There was variety, information, in- 
spiration and enjoyment. All of 
those connected with the missions 
program of the church sat on the 
platform. Several speakers, repre- 
senting different divisions of the 
work, spoke briefly. Sister Turner 
spoke stirringly about the great 
needs of India, and extended greet- 
ings from our brothers and sisters 
there. Brother Brummett spoke of 
the work of the West Indies, and 
Brother Searcy opened our minds 
to understand something of the 
needs of Nigeria. 

I believe there were no greater 
sermons preached during the en- 
tire week than those heard in the 
missions service. Brother Portugal 
from Central Mexico stirred our 
hearts with his firsthand informa- 
tion about the needs of the Latin 
American people and the difficul- 
ties that our workers encounter in 
their ministry. There was rejoicing 
but also much weeping as we were 
made to realize the depth of our 
responsibility to this work. 


The highlight of the service 
came with the message of Brother 
DeSouza, evangelist in Central 
America. He spoke in Spanish and 
our Overseer of Latin America, 
Brother Vessie D. Hargrave, in- 
terpreted for him. God put His 
stamp of approval upon it by bless- 
ing the entire congregation as 
Brother DeSouza told about the 
mighty power of God for deliver- 
ance from sin. I was reminded of 
the experiences of the Israelites in 
Egypt—how Pharaoh hastened 
them out of the land after the 
death of the firstborn. On one oc- 
casion when Brother DeSouza was 
cast into jail for preaching he be- 
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gan to sing and preach. They 
ordered him to be quiet, but he 
told them if they did not like it 
they could let him out. Soon many 
of the guards were saved and they 
were bringing others in to listen. 
It was reported to the head man 
and he turned pale and ordered 
him released at once for he was 
doing more damage in jail than 
out. We began to realize that the 
only reason God has not done more 
for us is because we have not 
attempted more. 

At the close of this great mes- 
sage, an offering was received for 
the purpose of building a church 
on the Mount of Olives just out- 
side the city of Jerusalem. They 
expect to have it completed in time 
for the Pentecostal Conference in 
Jerusalem next May. The people 
were much moved to give of their 
money as freely as the mission- 
aries are giving their time, their 
money and even their lives for 
the cause of Christ. 


A large cash offering was re- 
ceived from the floor and many 
took envelopes to send in the of- 
ferings later. God was honored 
and glorified. Brother Aultman and 
the other workers at the office, 
as well as the Missions Board, are 
to be congratulated for their un- 
tiring efforts for this great cause. 

The real spirit of missions as 
expressed in this Assembly is that 
of sacrifice. A sacrifice of time, 
talent, money and even life itself 
is required of us. Last year saw 
the death of three from our mis- 
sionary fold: Patsy Lauster, in 
Germany; Inez McCullough of El 
Salvador; and the son of Brother 
and Sister Luke Summers in Ja- 
maica. We grieve at their passing, 
and because we feel so keenly the 
loss of their love and fellowship, 
but we also rejoice because they 
were faithful to God’s call. We 
humbly ask God for strength to 
be as faithful as they were and 
for the courage to sacrifice, even 
as they sacrificed! 

May this great missions spirit of 
the 1960 Church of God General 
Assembly be carried back to all of 
our places of labor where it may 
become a consuming fire within 


‘the breasts of all our church peo- 


ple.

“The Twentieth Century’s Great- 
est Challenge to Youth” was the 
probing and persuasive message 
delivered by William J. (Bill) 
Brown on Youth Night. Embodied 
in this discourse were five periods 
of youth set forth by Dr. Russell 
DeLong: the period of habit for- 
mation, the period of awakening, 
the period of the formation of 
ideals, the period of vision, and the 
period of creative genius. These five 
stages, at separate intervals are ex- 
perienced and the results evidenced 
in every young person’s life. What 
does the Assembly provide and do 
for our youth? I would like to use 
these five stages in a figurative 
manner in presenting youth activ- 
ities and advantages offered at 
the 48th General Assembly. 


The Period of Habit Formation 

What greater habit could one 
form than that of learning to lean 
upon God and to blend his beliefs 
with those of fellow laborers in 
the attaining of one common goal. 
Youth at the Assembly were made 
to realize this truth. 

For the first time in youth As-

sembly functions, an especially de- 
signed youth banquet was con- 
ducted at the Claridge Hotel. This 
outstanding feature offered op- 
portunity to enjoy fellowship and 
create social acceptance and at- 
tractive public graces. This ban- 
quet, along with the many other 
joint co-ed activities, assisted in 
enabling our youth to form social 
and spiritual habits that would 
help make their life a pleasing and 
profitable one. 


The Period of Awakening 


There comes the time in every 
young person’s life when he must 
awaken to the need of complete 
dependence upon Christ and the 
affirming of uncompromising al- 
legiance to His cause. This awaken- 
ing process was experienced by 
youth at the Assembly when they 
were presented with the three 
greatest challenges of this era: 
the challenge of Communism, the 
challenge of Catholicism, and the 
challenge of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. The urgency of sending the 
gospel forth struck heavy on ten- 
der hearts, and young minds were 
moved for service. 

Young people at the Assembly 


bore the marks of Christians who 
were prepared for active aggres- 
sion and as soldiers who would 
rather expire than to join evil. 
Twentieth century Church of God 
young people were awakened to 
the twentieth century spiritual 
challenge and accepted the task of 
devoted daily service. 

The Period of the 

Formation of Ideals 

Firm convictions and ideals were 

formed by young people at the 
Assembly as they witnessed aged 
patriots testifying to the tremen- 
dous, sustaining and strengthen- 
ing power of God.
